‘Tue course of the debate on the Afghan 
question and the declared policy of 
the British Government, bave excited 
more interest in China than political 
minucsavres at a distance usually do, It 
is in fact only on an occasion of this 
sort that we are able to corprehend 
how intimately connected are the rela 
tions of Grent Britain all over the 
world. Had the action of the Govern. 
ment in Afghanistan been othor than 
what it was, there is little doubt that 
our position in China would have be- 
come well-nigh insupportable; in the 
first place becwuse there would have 
been no possible motive in remaining 
ou friendly terms with a Government 
from which no support could be looked 
for; and in the second because the 
practical occupation of Afghanistan by 
Russia wonld have been accepted as a 
sign that the days of active interfere 
nce by Great Britain were passed, and 
(int difficalties, if not insults, might be 
placed in its way with impuuity. Both 
these considerations have deeply affected 
the Chinese Government, which has 
been looking with an anxiety rarely 
displayed, as regards external affairs, 
towards the progress of, the discussion 
ou the Afghan question, as well as to 
the regulé of an armed iuterference. 
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‘Russia bas been making itself felt on 
the frontier of China, and the Russian 
question is one of as deep interest in 
Poking almost as at Constantinople. 
Astute as the Chinese usually are as 
diplomatists, they have permitted them- 
selves to be egregiously deceived by 
their still more astute neighbour. It is 
likely that the hint of the rendition of 
Tii was never intended in real serious- 
ness. It was palpably General Kauf- 
mann’s policy to get China to get rid 
for him of his unpleasant neighbour 
tho late Ameer of -Yarkand. The 
hint of [li was held out in a dexterous 
wey; it was to be restored so soon as 
China was in a position to undertake 
the daties of Government. China had 
almost despaired of recovering Yar- 
kand, but here was an inducement to 
begin again the contest. Aid in money 
and material was offered so soon as the 
first hint seemed likely to take, and 
China committed the great error of 
permitting itself to be made a oat’s- 
paw by Russia to destroy the inde- 
pendence of a state which a judicious 
course of action would have rendered 
fa safe-guard against Russian advance 
The Ameor Yakoob, backed by China, 
would certainly have been in a position 
to repel all Russian attack, especially 
when in case of any further difference 
with England, the latter power was able 
to afford immediate and powerful help. 
‘These things were nob to be. The 
Chinese Government was afflicted with 
a mavia for conquest ill-becoming its 
decrepid condition, and the resources 
of the Empire were strained to the 
uttermost to ruin, in the interests of 
Russia, the one Prince in Asin, whose 
alliancs would have been a tower of 
strength, The feeble polioy pursued by 
the British representative at Peking, 
who threw away the golden opportunity 
aiforded by the war with Japan, per- 
mitted tho Chinese Government to fall 
into the trap prepared for them, and 
they now find not only that they are 
not to be reinstated in Ili, but that 
they hold Yarkand and Kashgar on the 
foeblest of tenures. In fact, Russia has 
beon aiming to place China on the 
same footing as Persia, as that of a 
bumble dependent ready to do her 
bidding, however repugnant to the trae 
interests of the state. The first move 
has been played suocessfully, and China 
has been made to feel that the Western 
provinces are for the moment held 
during tho pleasuro of her great 
enemy. It is but natural that this 
state of affairs bas led the Chinese to 
ve to Tegland, but the application 
is almost, if not entirely, too late. Eug- 
Jond and China wore a fow years ago 











a position to guarantee the inde- 
pendence of Yarkand, but that op- 
portunity has passed. From both 
Rassian and Indian sources, we hear of 
the extreme weakness of the hold 
possessed by China of Eastern Turk- 
estan. The Chinese officials, as of old, 
only exist by their policy of keeping 
the native interests divided, and play- 
ing of one tribe or leader against 
another. This policy only increases 
their inability to resist foreign invasion, 
and the time has hardly arrived yet 
for Great Britain to move across 
the Himalayas. Help afforded to a 
government like that of China in 
Eestern Turkestan would have a less 
fication, as a matter of policy, than 
tho attempt to raise up Persia as 
a military power to withstand Russian 
advances. The drilled troops, sub- 
sidised by Great Britain, became a 
source of weakness rather than streugtb, 
and the policy mistaken in the begin- 
ning bad to be abandoned to the great 
advantage of Russia, who has converted 
Persia into a puppet to be pulled about 
as suits the immediate requirements of 
Russian policy. China bas itself been 
direotly engaged in pulling down tho 
best barrier against Russian aggression, 
aud as soon as the attempt is success. 
ful, finding the blunder committed, 
tarns to Great Britain for tance. 
Such weoug-headeduess as China has 
been guilty of does not often go un- 
punished; the unpleasant part of it is, 
that the feeble mal-ndministration of 
Great Britain was one of the contribut- 
ing causes.

On another page wo give a copious report 
of the installation ceremony of the office 
bearers of the Cosmopolitan Lodge, Scotch 
constitution, No. 428, when, in response to 
an invitation of W. Bro. T, Pemberton, the 
R.W.M., the Lodge had thehonourof a visit 
from the R.W. District Grand Master of 
English Freemasons in Northern China and 
his officers. The gathering was one of the 
largest and most successful ever held under 
the auspices of Scottish Masonry in 
Shanghai. 

In tho minutes of the Municipal Council 
meeting, held on ‘tho 27th ult., there is 
only one incident to be noticed, viz,, that 
the draft of the Budget for 1879 was sub- 
mitted, and that it was decided to defer its 
consideration till the next meeting. 

The tenth ordinary annual meoting of 
Shareholders in the Hongkong Firo In- 
surance Company is appointed to bo held 
on the 26th instant, at the offices, Queen's 
road, Hongkong. 

The usual fortnightly entertainment in 
connection with the Temperance Society, 
was givon at the hall in tho Nanking Road 
on Saturday evening last, and was vory 
numerously attended. ‘The programme 
contained several literary and musical selec- 
tions of considerable merit, which were 
capitally rendered, the whole entortainment 
in fact, being of higher excollenco than 
several preceding ones. ‘Tho Rov. Mr. 
Taylor's address was briof and tomporate, 
and was listened to with attention, 

HLM. gunboat Magpie, Captain Napior, 
has boon converted at Hongkong into a 
surveying vessel, and left that port on the 
25th ult. for a cruise to Hoihow. During 
her lengthened stay at Hongkong, says tho 
Daily Press, she was thoroughly overhauled, 
hor rig changed from that of barque to 
that of brig, and her accommodation aft 
increased. 

On Monday morning, from an early hour 
till about 8.30, these Settlements were 
enveloped in one of the densest fogs ever 
remembered here. Tho mist was so “ un- 
impenetrable” at about 7.30, that it was 
only with difficulty passengers could feel 
their way through the streets—sceing was 
impossible at more than a yard in advance. 
It was a veritable ‘‘ Londoner,” without the 
smoke and smuts. Shortly after eight, 
the mist began to dissipate, by nine the 
atmosphere was pretty clear, and ultimately 
the day proved one of the finest enjoyed 
during tho present winter, the sun shining 
from a cloudless sky. 

The divorce case, Bridget Williams v. 
John Curtis Williams, was down for hearing 
on Monday at the United States Consulate- 
General. It is a wife’s petition for dis- 
solution of marriage on the ground of 
adultery ; and defendant, in his anawer, 
says he has no objection to a divorce being 
granted, but pleads that he should not 
be mulcted in the costs. The proceedings 
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yesterday were on a motion by Mr. J. J. 
;Henderson, who represented the plaintiff, 
‘to expunge certain allegations from 
the defendant's answer to the petition. 
‘The Court expunged some of the statements 
as immaterial to the issue, but retained 
others; and decided that the evidence 
should be taken fin Chambers, before Mr. 
Weiller, as referee, on tho ground that 
the case was not “a proper one to obtain 
publicity.” 

Nogotiations have been going on be- 
twoon the captains and engineers in the 
employ of the C.M.S.N. Co. and their em- 
ployers, owing to certain changes con- 
templated in connection with the recent 
reforms introduced “into that Company, 
with reference to its future management 
and general conduct with a view to economy. 
Meetings of both branches of the service 
were held on the subject, and on Wednes- 
day the dispute was amicably settled. 

A native of Shanghai, who has been a 
constant source of trouble to the police 
during tho last threo years, was rather 
severely dealt with at the Mixed Court on 
Saturday. Ho is a young man of twenty- 
five years of age, and is the son of an old 
and respected gardener in foreign employ, 
whom he reduced to impecunosity, and then 
commenced to purloin property belonging 
tohim and his employers. Five or six cases 
of theft were proved against him at the 
Mixed Court and he was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, When liberated 
ho returned to his father, and, promising 
reformation, was again admitted to the 
family circle ; but soon afterwards he stole 
a bird and cago and some flower pots be- 
longing to his father’s employer and was 
committed to gaol for twelve months. 
‘This was in June last, and in August he 
escaped from the Police Station by break- 
ing off the lock of the yard gate, taking 
with him four new blankets and three pairs 
of prisoners’ trousers. Four days after- 
wards he was captured and sentenced 
toa further term of three months’ impri- 
sonment to take effect at the end of his 
previous sentence. At the commencement 
of the year he became ill, and on the 15th 
January was sent to the Gutzlaf Hospital, 
and in tho usual way was secured to tho 
bedstead by means of a thick chain. A 
week in the Hospital was sufficient to cure 
his sickness, and on the 21st he effected his 
escape by cutting the chain which fastened 
him to the bed by filing it with pieces of 
a broken basin, an operation which occupied 
him, according to his own admission, four- 
teenhours. Five days afterwards he wascap- 
tured again, and on Saturday at the Mixed 
Court, for his last diversion, he was sen- 
tenced by Chén to receive four liundred 
blows and to undergo three years’ imprison- 
ment. 

A rather serious accident befel the 
steamer Tunsin on her passage to Ning- 
po. She left Shanghai at the usual 
hour on the 28th ult., and after mid- 
night experienced thick foggy weather with 
rain, and reduced her speed in consequence. 
When nearing Square Island a junk was 
seen on the starboard hand coming to- 
wards her, and so close that a colli 
was inevitable. ‘The junk, which it is said 
had no light, attempted to cross the bow of

the steamer, but failed, and collided with 
her, causing a rentZon the starboard bow 
about fifteen feet fromthe stem, while the 
junk had her steering gear so damaged 
‘that it could not be worked. The collision 
occurred about half-past four o'clock in 
the morning, and both vessels anchored 
until daylight; and in the meantime 
they communicated with each other as 
to tho damage that had been done. 
The Tunsin proceeded on her passage to 
Ningpo, and returned to Shanghai in the 
evening. Her repairs were at once com- 
menced, and on Tuesday she resumed run- 
ning. In verification of the old adage that 
misfortunes never come singly, it may bo 
added that the Kiangteen, the other steamer 
on the Ningpo line, in steaming up the 
harbour on the morning of the 31st ultimo 
collided with the pontoon at the Kiukiang 
Road jetty, and displaced the planking’ 
connecting the pontoon with the supports 
on shore. Happily the steamer sustained 
little or no damage, and left for Ningpo’ as 
usual in the afternoon. 

‘A correspondent writing from Taku on 
tho 13th January, says, “ Peiho freo of ice, 
and weather exceedingly mild.” —This, wo 
believe, is unusually early. 

‘Mail after mail surprises us with nows 
of telegraphic enterprise, and the next stage 
of progress wo hear of is that the Eastern 
Extension Australasia and China Telegraph 
Company are about to duplicate their cables 
between Penang and Singapore, and from 
thence direct to Banjoowangie, following on 
to Port Darwin. When this second cablo 
is laid, the Australian Colonies will havo 
the advantage of a duplicate line through- 
out the entire distance between Port 
Darwin, India, and Europe, which will 
almost socuro them, in the event of inter- 
ruptions elsewhere, certain communica. 
tion with the rest of the world.—The 
duplication of the Singapore-Penang cable 
will not bo without its advantages to us 
here, as wo shall probably get moro rapid 
communication with India, whileatthesame 
time it will facilitate despatches and give 
increased speed to Europe. 

Wednesday's Hsin-pao mentions that 
tho idea of running a railway from the coal 
mines at Kai-ping to tho sea coast had 
been given up. A great part of the in- 
tervoning Jand being owned by the Man- 
chus, considerable expense would have 
had to be incurred in making circuitous 
courses to avoid their property; and more- 
over, there would have been a difficulty in 
protecting the passing draught and baggage 
animals, of which there is an incessant 
stream both day and night on the high 
roads of Northern China, Moreover, an 
affluent of the river, passing within a 
distanca of two li from the pit's mouth, 
may be so deepened and widened as to 
allow of the carriage by water therefrom, 
without interruption to the sea.

SOME HERO WORSHIP. 

Tr is a characteristic of Englishmen at 
present to make rather too much of 
particuler individuals, and to credit the 
horo of the hour with all virtues possi- 
ble and impossible, with capabilities for 
incompatible fanctions, and with powers 
of almost inconceivable versatility. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley was believed for 
somo time to be equal to any or all of 
the tasks which Sidney Smith asserted 
Lord John Russell was perpetually 
panting to essay, and it is probably 
fortuuate for the soldier and the nation 
that war was not declared when this 
one idea possessed the popular mind. 
At present, Sir Garnet Wolseley is for 
the time forgotten, and the strong blaze 
of publio favour falls on Lord Dufferin. 
Wo may say candidly that the general 
vote seems to have fallen this time 
on a man well worthy of praise 
and confidence. From the outset of 
his career to the present time, 
Lord Dafferin has done what he had 
to do well. Moro than thirty years 
ago ho exhibited his grasp of de- 
tail, and his power of writing com. 
prehensive and able documents, in the 
account of the Irish famine which he 
published when fresh from Oxford. 
His yacht voyage to Icoland gave us the 
capital “ Letters from High Latitudes,” 
which have beon rarely surpassed. 
Who has not enjoyed the descriptions 
of wild scenery with which the volume 
abounds, to say nothing of the cheer- 
ful episodes and sooial sketches, such 
as the description of the ball at 
Throndbjem, and the dance with 
“Madame Hgholgbghaglinghem,” and 
the after-dinner speech in dog-latin at 
Reykjavik ? Later, Lord Dufferin bas 
had many opportanities of proving his 
varied powers, his tact, his energy, and 
his common sense. ‘The Syrian Com- 
missionership, for which he was mado 
a K.C.B., was carried through with 
success, and the admirnble work Intely 
dou in Canadais freshly and gratefully 
remembered by all those subjects of the 
Queen who have Imperial interests at 
heart. 

Tho Jatest honour that has fallen 
on this most popular man of the day is 
the appointment to the presidential 
chair of the Royal Geographical 
Sooiety, and we conceive that the 
selection is unquestionably n good one. 
Since the death of “ Sir Roderick,” as 
the members of the Society affection- 
ately called him, the institution in 
Savile Row has not had a strong band 
at tho helm. With the illustrious 
geologist at the head of its affairs, the 
Sooiety was a power in the learned aud 
sciontific world. The nights were full 
of instruction and interest, and when, 
as the late Lord Strangford expressed 
it, there was a contest between “two 
huge malo geographers,” they were 
absolutely exciting. But the thre 
occupants of the post, who have held 
office since the death of Murchison, 











have lacked the special quality or com- 
bination of qualities which make a 
man a good President of a learned 
Society. Sir Bartle Frere was not long 
in office, and Sir Henry Rawlinson, 
though a man of rare acquirements, 
and from his labours in the decipher- 
ment of the cuneiform inscriptions 
fally entitled to the post which he 
worthily filled, did not popularize 
tho Geographical, or make an evou- 
ing in Burlington House a cordial 
gathering for animated discussion as well 
as a scientific treat. Of Sir Rutherford 
Aloock it is perhaps needless to speak. 
He obtained the honour of sitting in 
the seat of Sir Roderick Murchison by 
the prodigious good luck and the serene 
self-confidence which have distin. 
guished his diplomatic and his literary 
career. His successor bas tho advan- 
tage of a back-ground, which will, we 
are assured, show him to advantage, 
thongh Lord Dafferin can dispense 
with all adventitious aid, and is sure to 
prove a thoroughly efficient President. 

Nothing can be in better taste than 
his brief opening address. Lord Dafferin 
frankly admitted that Le was nob a 
scientific geographer, but declared, with 
tho enthusiasm and absolute trutbfal- 
ness of manner whish aro the charms 
of his oratory, that ‘ie “bad a profound 
sense of tho util’. of the functions 
discharged by we Society, and an 
affectionate and respectful sympathy 
with those gallant aud brave men, sho, 
year by yenr, went out to explore the 
hidden by-ways of the world that they 
might enlarge the boundaries of man’s 
inheritance and bring to the know- 
ledge of the haman race those tronsures 
which naturo had garnered up in her 
secret storehouses for the use, the 
bencfit, and the happiness of future 
generations.” He subsequently added 
an important argument to those brought 
forward in favour of England prosecu- 
ing facther researches in the Arctio 
regions, viz., that next to Russia, Great 
Britnin was the grentest Arctic Power 
in the world, Altogether we think 
that the geographers are happy in 
their choice of a President. 











COMMERCIAL AND OTHER TOPICS. 
Ir lins often been proponnded as a 
trnism that the nation is happy that 
has no history; and if this be true in 
the abstract, it must needs apply to the 
present relations of China with foreign 
powers. It is, in fast, even in China 
itself, difficult to get up interest in any 
matter conneeted with our political 
relations, and action of any sort seems 
to have been tabooed as too great a 
bore to be disenssed by any one not 
| paid for the especial purpose. Perlinps 
jin this matter we are only imitating 
|the Chinese themselres, for, to all ap- 
| penrance, the Peking Gazettes are as 
void of any exciting topic as are the 
eceut proceedings of the Municipal 
wuncil in examining the weekly cash 
statements aud coufirming the Minutes 
of the Inst meeting. Now, notwith- 














standing the aphorism with which we 
commenced, we are disposed to look 
npon this apathetic condition as fraught 
with danger, aud to believe that that 
nation or community which willingly 
permits itself to relapse into a state of 
lethargy, has gone a long way on tho 
road to ruin, and that a rude awaken- 
ing is likely before long to recall it to 
‘a recollection of opportunities lost or 
wilfally thrown away. Probably at no 
time since we have had intimate re- 
lations with China, Lave so few ques- 
tions been under discussion. ‘Tho re- 
presentative of British interests does 
not find it mecessary to spoud tho 
winter in Peking ; and at tho ports, with 
the exception of petty grievances, and 
the Wu-shih-shau affair at Foochow, 
which still drags its weary length 
along, there seems an absolute dearth 
of iucident to fill up an ordinary 
despatch. Yet we might say that the 
haloyon days are in themselves some- 
what suspicions, and that their breaking 
up portends storms and disturbances, 
With regard to trade with China, to 
say that it is dull would be scarcely 
to express the true condition of affairs. 
We may almost say that it has ceased 
momentarily to exist, and that there is 
scarcely staple in which the ordinarily 
cautions merchant would willingly have 
any dealings. In this respect Chiun is 
litle worse than other countries, aud 
the depression which is weighing heavily 
on trade here is prevalent, with moro 
or less intensity, all over the world. 
From England we hear of constant 
reductions of wages to evable manufac. 
tures to be carried on at all; yet even 
50, mills and manufactories have stopped 
working, their owners finding no means 
of paying even the ordinary working ex- 
penses. It cannot be said that the United 
States aro in much better plight, and the 
carriage through the lower House of a 
Jaw to prevent Chinese immigration 
shows that Jabour there is becoming a 
drug on the market and that the work. 
ing classes, not yet instructed in the 
ordinary rules of political economy, 
imagine that they ean regulate at will 
the market for the commodity they have 
to dispose of. If slightly better on 
the Continent of Europe, trade there is 
still depressed ; and the German Chan- 
cellor, with ideas somewhat akin to 
those of the working men of America, 
is seeking to bolster it up with legisla. 
live enactments. The present time 
we may designate ns essentially one of 
exbaustiov, but politienl economy is 
apparently for the nonce at fault in 
tracing such widely extended depression 
to any definite cause. In China, we 
may of course attribute a good deal of 
the present distress to the recent 
famines in the northern provinces ; but 
this is by no means a sufficient explana. 
tion of the stagnation elsewhere. In 
England and the United States there 
is uo such palpable cause, and the 
circumstances of the countries are so 
completely unlike that the difficully of 
arriving ata conclusion is increased. 
Ig we say that the best days of 
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England’s trade are past and that she is 
an old country rapidly hastening to 
decay—what are wo to say of the 
State: The other day we were 
describing. them as a young giant 
ready to run his course;—are we 
to suppose that the young giant 
of ten years ago has become the de- 
cropit old man of to-day? There is 
nothing to lend support to such a view, 
and yet it is undeniable that the States 
are suffering their full share of the 
preseut depression. Some renegades 
from the doctrines of free trade are 
telling us that England is suffering 
from her unselfish adherence to those 
doctrines, after other nations have 
given them up. Tho prospect of affairs 
abroad does not lend us to this con- 
clusion, In the United States the 
coutrary doctrines have been carried to 
an extrome, and we see that the 
merenntile distress there is at least as 
bad as in England. On the Continent 
again, Germany has been distinguished 
by the illiberality of its tariffs; yet, cor- 
tainly, Germany is in no better plight 
than France, where trade is less re- 
stricted. Political considerations are 
supposed to go a long way towards 
prodacing dullness of trade, yet here 
again we must be at fanlt, for the 
States, which are quite unconcerned in 
the present European and Asiatic com- 
plications, enjoy no respite on this 
account. Russia is more or less ex- 
hausted after the recent struggle; but 
the exhaustion of Russia is not a 
factor of sufficient importance to pro- 
duco a stagnation over all tho world. 
Great Britain certainly bas uot ex- 
hausted herself over the contest, and 
the present condition of affairs does 
not seom lo presage any serious or 
wasteful expenditure. In fact, poli- 
tically, the horizon may be snid to 
be clearer than it has been for five 
years past, while commercially we 
seem to be drifting into more troubled 
waters, ‘The true cause of the de- 
pression bas probably yet to be found. 
Possibly, a new genius may arise, and 
throw as much light over the ex- 
traordinary phenomena of commercial 
crises, as Adam Smith has done on 
tho ordinary operations of trade. 














THE USE AND ABUSE OF SCIENTIFIC 
‘LECTURES. 

In an article on the use and abuse of 
scientific lectures, which appeared a 
_ yen ngo in the Quarterly Review, 
Professor Tyndall's latest utterances 
were summarised and severely criticised, 
‘while a striking contrast was drawn 
between what was represented as his 
rash intemperance of thought and 
Innguage, and the calm moderation 
of Virchow, ‘The latter author had in 
the previons September addressed the 
German Society of Naturalists on the 
freedom of acience in the modern com- 
mouwealth, aud a translation of his 
speech appeared shortly aftewards in 
Nature, where no doubt. many of our 
renders saw it, Tt was a vigorous protest 






agaiust the tendency of scientific men 
to represent natural problems as already 
solved, aud to force their opinions upon 
public acceptance as full aud satisfac- 
tory solutions. Tt was in fact a denun- 
cintion of dogmatism. The orator 
particularly marked down for disap- 
approval the doctrines of spontaneous 
generation and evolution, and in a 
special manuer condemued the thor- 
ongh-going enthusinsm displayed by 
Professor Haeckel, of Jena, who 
claims that all school teaching shall 
at once be founded on the evolution 
theory, with spontaneous generation as 
its logical pendant. He warus students 
of nature uot to be dazzled by tho 
brillinuey nor seduced by the plausibi- 
lity of any theory that is not actually 
proved. Faith should follow know- 
ledge, aud theories do not enter the 
category of kuowledge until after 
laborious verification. At the samo 
time there is but one alternative— 
spontaneous generation or creatio 
Tho mind that definitely rejects one 
torm, by that act accepts the other, with 
all its necessary consequences. Henco, 
for the present, the ueed of that expgct- 
ant attitude which the true sceptic 
maintains, A. trenchant rejoinder has 
fullowed from Haeckel, under the title 
of Frei Wisserschaft und frei Lehre. 
After a caustic criticism of Virchow’s 
competence, he attacks one by ono the 
positions occupied by the orthodox. 
He asserts that hybridism has been 
proved not to be the insuperable bar to 
ferlility that it bas hitherto been be- 
lieved to be, and that the productive- 
ness of animals of the same species is 
not a role without exceptions. He 
impossibility of defining 
0 lower strata of life, one 
ty passing by insensible gradations 
into the next, antil between individuals 
far removed from one another in the 
s, differences are found of a char 
ncter snfficiently marked to be called 
specific. Upon such grounds Haeckel 
holds the theory of evolution to be fully 
proved, and thus implicitly as well as 
explicitly pledges himself to the doctrine 
of the fortuitous occurrence of the 
primordial cell, It appenra to bo 
beyond gnestion that living beings 
consisting of but one cell, possess at 
least tho rudiments of intelligence. 
Haeckel refers the power of conducting 
borate mental processes possessed by 
higher animals to the division of labour 
among myrinds of nerve cells all 
descended in the secular series from 
the original monad, and in the i 
vidual from the embryo cell. He retorts 
Virchow’s charge of uncertainty in 
scientific theories, by asking scorufally 
what, after all, is certainly trae—except 
of course the dogmas of the chu 
These he supposes his antagonist will 
swallow without a gr i 
aery of Ichabod over this renunei 
of independence. Yet few, we imagine, 
will deny that Vircbow occupies a 
truly philosophical ground when he 
insists upon the difference between facts 

































and hypotheses. 





‘MASCULINE AND FEMININE EQUALITY ? 


Tue wise men of Paris, like those of 
the rest of the world, are just now ex- 
ercised in mind about the rival claims 
of the sexes. Is there an equality of 
intelligence or is there uot? Every- 
body knows how many attompts in how 
many different ways have been mado 
to solve this question, and in how exas- 
perating a manner the solutions differ 
among themsolves. Some people believe 
that if boys and gitls were submitted 
to the same educational training, tho 
average of intelligence would be the 
same for both; but French experience 
teaches that in mixed schools where 
children of both sexes are treated alike 
up to the age of fifteen, the boys rapidly 
outstrip the girls as soon as they both 
reach twelve. At the same time there 
is uo difference in respect of men- 
tal power to be observed between mon’ 
and women of the lower labouring class, 
or, if there be, itis slightly in favour of 
the womav. Among the lower auimals, 
the femalo is often more powerful, use- 
ful aud intelligent than the male, and 
it is beyond doubt that among degraded 
human beings reversion to this relative 
condition is occasionally to bo observed. 
Bat as a rule both remain at the same 
dead level of incapacity, aud it is only 
as the scale of civilisation is ascouded 
that the sexes diverge intellectually. 
‘Tho question is finally one of physical 
development, and hero examiuation of 
individuals of different races comes in 
to support the results of general observ- 
ation. In Europe, men surpass women 
in stature, weight and brain space to a 
far grenter exteut than the negro does 
the negress. ‘he brain of the averago 
Paris citoyen execeds in bulk that of 
tho Paris citoyeune by 14 cubie inches, 
while that of the average French peasant 
exceeds that of his wife by 10 cubic 
inches. ‘The excess of the developing 
influence of a grent city over that of 
tho country, when operating through 
generations, is therefore marked, and 
Touds support to the prevailing theory. 
Age also controls the difference. 
Broca established that. during tho third 
decade of life the brain weight in the 
male is in excess of, that in the female 
by 7 per cent, during the fourth by 
11 per cent, during the fifth by 10, 
and during the sixth by 8 por cont. 
All this is open to. the objection that 
skull capacity and brain weight’ are 
not invariably correct mensures of 
intellectual development. But when 
applied to an immense uniber of in- 
stances they may without sensible error 
be su taken. ‘Che conclusion is that to 
which we should on general grounds 
be led, namely that genius in its 
highest forms is, under the world’s 
present constitution, reserved to men, 
the balance of actual or potential 
energy being probably fully or more

(of wretched coolies), and the How Kwan 
Magistrate has been deprived of his official 
button. Nothing more than this has been 
done—ao far.

It appears that at about four o'clock on 
‘Wednesday afternoon the Hua Shan saw 
threo salt junks off Apomi Point, the 
south-west point of the Island of Wun, 

Gum, ‘The 'leunch gave chase and fred 
into the junks, who promptly returned the 
fire. Seeing that it was impossible to get 
clear of the revenue cruiser, the junks were 
run ashore on the island of Wung Cum, 
and their crews then climbed the rocks, 
firing as they went and eventually making 
ood their retreat. One of the musket 
ullete from the junk poople struck Mr. 
Darke on the back of the head, penetrating 
the brain and killing him on the spot. ‘Tho 
body of the deceased was taken to Macao 
nd put on board the Chinese revenue 
am cruiser Li She, which vessel pro- 
ceeded to Chung Chow on Thursday and 
left again yesterday morning for Hongkong, 
‘where she arrived at half-past soven o'clock 
with her ensign at half-mast high. About 
a quarter of an hour afterwards the Chinese 
revenue steamer cruiser Shen Chi also 
arrived with flags at hialf-mast, 

Translations in the China Mail from tho 
Manila papers, say that since the opening 
of the Suez Canal; tho steam traffic has 00 
largely inercased in tho Indian archipol 
and so numerous were the vesso 
visited the roads of Batavia, that tl 
Netherland Government had thought fit to 
construct a new port wide enough for th 
vessels to lie at more ease, ‘Tho viole 
of the wind and the continued atate of tho 
sea havo rendered it difficult and somo- 
times impossible to the vessels in the roads 
for loading and discharging cargoes. ‘The 
now port, which is being constructed, is 
situated in the cape Tandjong-Priok, to tho 
cast of Batavia, and is to have communi- 
cation with that city by means of a canal 
and a railway. ‘The work of construction 
was commenced in 1877, and at_ present 
there are 9,000 men employed in it under 
the direction of European engineers, It is 
expected that the works will be completed 
in 1885. The new port is to be called 
Prince Henri, 

A letter from Pollog (Mindanao) dated 
December 17th last, says that there have 
been more activity ‘and life in that district 
Guring the last two months than in any 
other time; the Governor is pushing forward 
with a will the construction of Government 
establishments, and the Chinese are erect- 
ing houses with iron roofs. ‘The immigrants

News from Ioilo of 21st January, trans- 
lated by the China Mail from Manila papers, 
says, “A boatarrived here from Concepcion, 
bringing two shipwrecked men from the 
steamer Macian, which was totally lost be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock on the night of 
Friday, 17th instant, on a reef of the Silan- 
ga, near the Concepcion bay. The ship- 
wreeked men who arrived here, and who 
zave incomplete details of the disaster, are 
a Lieutenant of Carabineers, who has lost 
his wife, and an English gentleman, a Mr. 
Hoskin, a merchant of this place. Ac- 
cording’ to the details given by these gentle- 

i tances attending the wreck 
were horrible ; the vessel disappeared from 
thesurface of the water soon after shestruck, 
Te is believed that eight persons among 
passengers and crew lost their lives, includ 
ing tho chief judge elect for one of the pro- 
vinces, the wifo of the Lieutenant of Cara- 
bineers, the ship's cook, and others. Of 
those saved, some touk to a ship's small 
boat and others managed to keep themselves 
fluating on pieces of wood, cases and furni- 
tnre, with which they succeeded under 
great hardship in reaching Concepcion. ‘The 
news of the loss has caused a gloom here, 
both on account of the unfortunate disaster 
befallen the shipwrecked and the damage 
caused to the interest of the owners of the 
vessel, Messrs. Macleod & Co.”

‘They had prizes presented 
at the Spring Meeting of Ts. 617 against 
Tis. 1,004 in the previous year, showin a 
great falling off in the present year. By the 
sale of tickets at the Spring Meeting Tls. 
728 were realised, as against ‘Tis, 622 at the 
corresponding meeting of the previous year. 
‘The rent of the stables at theSpring Meeting 
this year was TMs. 345, as against Tls, 210 
last year ; and for the rent of tent spaces 
and refreshment room the amount this year 
was Tis, 145 as against Tis, 112 last year. 
‘Vhe entries at the Autumn Meeting” this 
year were Tis. 4,080, as against Ts. 4,365 at 
the corresponding meeting last year, which 
wasa difference of about ‘Tis. 285 in favonr of 
the Autumn Mecting of 1877. ‘The prizes 
presented at the last leet- 
ing were Tis. 287, as 
the corresponding meeting of the previous 
year, which also showed 2 falling off. By 
the sale of tickets at the last Autumn Meet- 
ing they received Ts. 822, against Tis. 613 
in the previous year, which was a satisfac- 
tory increase ;" the rents of the stables 
amounted to Tis. 395 at the last meeting, 
against Tis. 390 at the corresponding mect- 
ing of the previous year, which was only a 
difference of Tis. 5. On the credit side of 
the accounts he did not think there was 
any other item he need remark upon. On 
the debit sido there was the usual item of 
Tis. 528 for the rent of the course, 
which he need scarcely explain was merely 
a formal entry as indicating the interest 
of shareholders in the Club, but i 
much as the Club were the proprietors of 23 
of the 25 shares they did not suffer much 
from the payment of the rent.

‘Two specimens of the Albatros (Diomedix 
Derogator) were received ; an adult one from 
the Chusau Islands, seut by Captain Croad, 
and a young ono in its brown plumage sent 
from Chefoo by Mr. Donnelly. Unhappily, 
as often happens with birds sent from distaut 
ports, this last specimen arrived in too bad 
order to be mounted. 

From Mr. Ballard, of the Kianguan Arseual, 
wo received the only specimen cf ‘Tantale 
(Tantalus leucocephalus) we posses 

A Cheliden Ingapoda, taken at sea by Mr. 
Knott, was alto added to the collection. 

I myself brought from Chefoo a pair of 
storks (Ciconia Nigra), of which one in 
young plumage as been placed in the Museum 
as tho ouly representative of the species. 
‘The other one is still alive aud will be 
sacrificed to science when in full adult 
plumage. 

‘A parrot is also new to tho collection, but 
its origin is doubtful. ‘Yo Dr. Borge we owe 
a beautiful specimen of the Great-Belted King- 
fisher. A very rare bird of the same family was 
sent to the Sluscum by Mr. G. WV. Hayden, 

ightkeeper on the Island of Sha-wei-shan. 

Unhappily it was not in a condition to be 
mounted, and we had to preserve the skin 
simply by drying it. 

With one or two more birds, which I have 
not been able toname yet, I close the list of 
the additions to the ornithological collection. 

‘This makes up the total of the hirds to about 
400, but as the Chinese birds described or 
named in Abbé David's beautiful works, “Les 
Oiseaus de ta Chine” are $13 in number, it is 
ovident that we are far from having completed 
the collection. However, with a few excep-

In the way of an herbarium we have none, 
and really it is useless attempting to oreato 
one before we bave room to place it, as the 
Muscum is already quite full. 

T should recommend to procure and mount 
some skeletons of the typical Chineso Mam- 
mals, Deer, ‘Tiger, etc., but ala, where aro 
‘we to put them?

year in endeavouring to start a Minerale 
ogical collection, and our President, Mr. ‘T.

valuable collection of minerals aud fossils, 
hich ean form a good nucleus for the pras- 
tical illustration of Chinese geology, another 
branch of our Natural History which is little 
known. Iam sorry to say that one-third of 
this collection is still unprovided with a show 
ease, for the reasous I have already stated. 

It isa great pity, for Chines 
lenown atall.  hineo end 
this mineralogical collection, aud have al- 
ready received through Captain Anderson, of 
the Chinese Nevenus Cruiser Kuashing, axm- 
ples of the different rocks of the Islands in 
the neighbourhood of Shanghai and Ningpo. 
Tintend, moreover, to write to the engineera ia 
charge of the coal mines now in process of 
opening in Chihli, Formosa, and Anbu 
order to invite them to send to the Museum 
samples of the different strata traversed by 
rings, and some of the most important 

ly colleague, Mr. Keymeulen, ass 
sistant-in-charge of the Customs at Keelung, 
already promised to interest himself in 
this matter. 

But then we must renew our demand for 
space. We have really none left in the only 
room now coustituting the whole of the 
Museum, and supposing that funds are sub- 
scribed for the keeping up of the institution, 
they will be of little use as loug as the ine 
crease of the cvllections is checked by this 
want of space. 

We iust also mention that a voluable 
collection of books on Natural History was 
added to the Museum Library. It consists 
of works belonging to the late Curator, Mr, 
J. P. Martin, and which, thanks to the liber 
ality of his friends and of some lovers of 
natural science, were purchased from Mea, 
Martin for the sum of 500 dollars, ‘They are 
now placed in the enphoards under the show 
} cases for want of more available and con- 
| venient place, A. list of these books is here 
| appended. ‘This is the piace to mention that 
We do not possess yet the most important of 
all books for the Museum, that is the excellent 
book on the Birds in China published last 
year by M. Abbé Armand David, In order 
to be able to classify our collection, I kave 
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been obliged to buy a copy at my own ex- 
pense, as I knew well that oar exchequer 
could not support the expense of six pounds 
sterling which it includes. If money is once 
more forthcoming, I strongly advise the 
Council to procure that book, ns well as the 
‘one ef Sicbold on the Birds of Japan. Tam 
told that another book on the Birds of China 
is now in preparation in England from the 
publications of the late Mr. 
. I dare say it would be also a 
sary adjunct to our collection, Sending 
akins home for identification is a very good 
thing, but it often occurs that they never 
‘come back any more, or at least that the best 
‘ones are kept in order, it is said, to recognise 
the services of such and such Museum to- 
wards tho North-China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society. I have some ex- 
perience of this kind of friendship between 
toientific bodies, and I strongly advise the 
Council not to allow any rare skins or 
specimens to leave the Museum, unless it is 
altogether intended as a gift, for which no 
retnins should he expected, except perbap:

‘As you will gather from this report, the 
wants of the Museum are threefold—lat, re 
paira; 2nd, more space, and 3ed, funds. I 
jouldt perhaps place first this 3rd considera- 
tion, as it is evident enough that we cannot 
go on repairing without mon 

‘The Municipal Council has last year kindly 
granted uy a sum of Tis. 250 for which we 
ean show good use, We mst now tura 
Ddeggara again and implore for more assistance, 
without which we must perish. Now, I do 
hope for the sake of science that the en- 
lightened population of the Model Settlement, 
always so ready for progrow, that it is even 
noted by a company of intelligent men to 
introduce here the electric light, will not 
allow the useful institution of the Museum to 
fall to the ground. Museums are indeed be- 
coming daily of ‘more importance in the 
practical and scientitic education of men. 

We slready possess good schools in Shang- 
hai ; some more are contemplated, or even in 
progress, for the education of both Foreign 
and Chinese children, and Lam sure I cannot 
bo in. saying that thi um, en 
Jarged as 1° propose, will be a p~-c cal and 
necessary adjunct to ‘these schovis. I am 
glad to aay it has been already understood i 
this way by the best of our existing echools. 
‘The Jesuit Fathers have indeed sent their 
















































pupils to visit our collection, and you all 
know that their Museum in Siceawei, for 
which they have lately received a skilful 
taxidermist from Paris, was established in 
this sense. 

In conclusion, the most important of all 
gs now for the Museum is the sinews of 
war, which are also the siuews of science and 
progress, that ia money. 1 hope you will 
excuse me for always asking for it, but if 
Cato’s of old often repeated ‘ Delenda est 
Carthrge” ended in success for Rome, I dare 
say to you, without comparing myself to the 
old severe censor, and with hopes of glory fo 
hai, go to Mecines, that is the Muni 
il :—"* Petite et Accipictis.’ 

‘Tho Preswpexr thought that Mr, Faurel 
was certainly entitled to a vote of thanks 
for the energetic way in which he had car- 
ried on the Museum. It must, he thought, 
be a source of satisfaction to the members 
of the Society that Mr. Fanvel was crying 
ont about Jimited space. All their assilable 
space seemed now to be completely 
occupied, and they did not know what to 
do to get more room. For the ground 
the Society possessed, which was now all 
covered, they were indebted to the British 
Government, who presented it to them 
on certain conditions which they were 
fortunately able to comply with. 
had to devote it to purposes of education 
and science, and to a Musoum, and they 
had succeeded in carrying out their part of 
the bargain. Last year they hoped to place 
in a favourable light before the Briti 
Government, the advisability of giving 
them an extra picee of ground. Whether 
that would over take place or not he was 
unable to say, but if the Government did 
not favour them, the only alternative they 
had was to do as they had done before—go 
round with the hat among the comniunity. 
Tt could not be expected that the Society, 
with its limited number of members, and 
no property to produce an income, could 
devute much to the keeping up of the Mu- 
soum—that must be done by the community. 
‘The Municipal Council for the last two 
‘years had been liberal,and madethemageant 
of Tis. 250 a year, which he hoped would 
be continued; but at the present time there 
seemed to be an objection towards devoting 
any large amount of public funds to keeping 
up an institution devoted solely to the pur- 
poses of education, so that altogether what 
Mr, Fauvel had said about the sinews of war 
and the great need there was for money, 
woull recommenced itself to every member 
of the Society. He trusted the incoming 
Municipal Council would lay their heads 
together and take steps to got a sufticient 
suin of money together to extend the accom- 
modation of the Musoum, and thereby 
afford an opportunity for its further de- 
velopment to something of which they might 
all be proud. With regard to collections 
at distant places, there was a Museum 
in Hongkong and the Raffles Museum at 
Singapore. “The latter was under the care 
of Dr. Denys, as curator, who was an oli 
member of this Society, ‘and he thought 
that if that gentleman were applied to, he 
would be able to render them a great 
amount of assistance. " In conelusion, he

‘We have ready access hero to the stores 
of Chinese records handed down from an 
antiquity at least respectable, and we en- 
joy means of making ourselves acquainted 
with a literature but little studied or com- 
prehended in Europe. 

If we ask, have we made the best use of 
these opportunities, I fear that the answer 
must be in the negative, and that with but 
few exceptions we have been content to 
follow rather than to lead ; and that most 
of the sound and useful’ work already 
‘executed has beon performed by students 
at a distance from China. 

It is thus that the years immediately past 
have been marked by few extensions of our 
knowledge of China, and both our literary 
‘and political relations have remained almost 
in statu quo. Few new investigations have 
been commenced, nor has the period been 
productive in bringing to an issue former 
‘controversies, In the physical aciences our 
gains have been few, and the passion for 
geographical exploration which has so much 
extended our knowledge of other regions has 
left China comparatively neglected. Our 
maps of China are still remarkable for what 
they omit rather than for what they contain, 
and its geology and mineralogy remain 
almost untouched, 

Tn what has beon done, our Society has 
continued to hold a high place, and has 
afforded a standpoint where men of differing 
views have been able to meet on common 
ground without their differences leading to 

lomical disputes, and it therefore remains 
for ‘the members to advance in the future the 
objects for which we have been formed, by 
themselves coming forward in original 
researches, or by aiding and abetting by 
their influence and position those who are 
willing to assist in the work. 

This is the more necessary, that our 
Society has had during the past two years 
to regret the loss by death or departure 
from China of many of its most distin- 
guished members. Inits recent issues, the 
names of the contributors will for the most 
part be found to be comparatively new, and 
this alone, while it holds ont a prospect of 
future usefulness, should lead us to emulate 
tho zeal and learning of those who have gone 
before. 

Amongst thoso who have passed avay, 
the name of Charles Wycliffe Goodwin who 
hhaa in former times occupied the chair, to 
which you have done me the honour to call 
me, will long be remembered. Although 
his early predilections led him to become 
a master of Egyptian antiquities, his was 
a mind which could not fail to take an 
interest in sll that concerned philology and 
ethnology, and to his advico and assistance, 
always willingly given, I have myself been 
frequently indebted. ‘The death of William 
Frederick Mayors who had risen to the first 
rank asa student of China and the Chinese, 
and who has often enriched our pages out of 
his wonderful stores of Chinese lore, has 
also been a severe loss to our small Society. 
Th volume of our Transactions, just pub- 
lished, contain in an interesting account of 
Chinese Burial Rites, one of the latest of 
hia many investigations. Robert Swinhoe, 
PRS. F.28, many %f whose valuable 
inal contributions to our know- 

edge of the natural history of China are 
to be found in our Transactions from time 
to time, has also passed away. Mr. J. 
Patrick Martin, to whose exertions we owe 
much of the success of our Natural History 
‘Museum, is not the least regretted in our 
list of deceased members. Nor should I 
omit to mention the name of B. 0. Taintor, 
‘whose astronomical attainments were well 
known, and who has at various times con- 
tributed to the general wellbeing of our 
Society, 
































Besides these losses by death, we have to 
regret the severance from us, from other 
causes, of many of our oldest and most 
active members. Dr, S. Wells Williams, our 
honorary member, well and favourably 


known during his residence in China, to | 


many who but for him would have known 
but little of its history and productions, 
now enjoysat Yale Collegethe distinguished 

sition of Professor of Chinese. Mr. 
F. Seward, for some time our 
President, has been removed by his Gov- 
ernment ‘from Shanghai to the more 
dignified position of United States Minister 
at Peking. Sir Walter Medhurst, also for 
many years an occupant of this chair, has 











retired to spend in private life a well- | p; 


earned and learned leisure. 

Perhaps, however, the Society has most 
to regret the los ofthe personal services of 
our Tate Vice-President, Mr. Alexander 
‘Wylie, whose unobtrusive services will long 
bo remembered by those who had the pri- 
vilego of acting with him. Profound in hi 
knowledge of Chinese, his learning was 
always at the command of the conscientious 
enguirerj and to his advice and assistance, 
atall times willingly rendered, many mem: 
bers of our Society owe much of the interest 
they have been induced to take in Chinese 
researches, At the request of the Council, 
Mr. Wylie kindly undertook to represent 
the Society at the Congress of Orientalists, 
held at Florence last year, and his appear- 
ance there in that position cannot fail to be 
a source of congratulation to our members. 

Although tardy in its appearance, owing 
to tho large number of tables contained in 
it, the Journal of the Society for the 
year maintains the position occupied by i 
predecessors. 

‘Notwithstanding that during the 
wo had no such paper on Natural History as 
that published in our previous journal by 
Dr. von Méllendorff, it will be interesting 
to members at a distance to learn that th 
Museum of the Society at Shanghai is 
gradually extending its sphere of usefulness. 
Oning to, the publicsplrited liberality. of 
the Municipal Couneil, its most_ pressing 
wants have been met by an annual grant of 
two hundred and fifty taels, ‘The private 
i of the forcign residents at Shang- 
ikewise during the past yearenriched 
tho Library attached to the Museum by the 
purchase of a portion of the library, the pro- 
perty of its Iate Curator, Mr. Martin. Under 
the auspices of our present able Honorary 
Curator, Mr. A. A. Fauvel, the space at 
tho disposal of the Musonm Committee is 
found to be becoming gradually straighten- 
ed, and some steps must be taken to in- 
crease tho accommodation, if the growth 
of the Museum is to be continued, 

The remainder of the address referred 
chiefly to the backward state of ethnological 

dy in China, and to the migrations of 
cient tribes of Chinese, which will form 
an interesting addition to the Transactions 
of the Society. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour at 
which the proceedings terminated, Dr. 
Macgowan’s paper, on “Efflorescence after 
Earthquakes,” was not read.

‘THE A.D.C. PERFORMANCE. 


To begin with a suitable text—never did 
the A.D.C. of Shanghai achieve a more 
brilliant success than in the performance of 
'T. W. Robertson's comedy of “ Ours !” on 
‘Tuesday evening last. A house crowded 
in every part, a comedy of three acts 

resented with scarcely a hitch from 
Beginning to end, and music from 
full band accompanying a military piece 
in true military style—all contributed to 
fill up the measure of success; to say 
nothing of the thoughtful—alas! in too 
many instances, probably, approaching the 
charitable, object for which the performance 
was given, viz.: the assistance of the share- 
holders distressed by the City of Glasgow 
Bank failure; and. which Jatter intent 
doubtless it was that induced no fewer than 
three lady residents to consent to give up 
leisure and pleasure, and take to dry study 
fora time, m aid of a cause good in itself 
beyond the mere fact of affording enjoy- 
ment for an hour or two: to so large a 

roportion of their co-residents in these 
Settlements. 

‘The scene within the walls of the Lyceum 
long before the curtain rose was a study in 
itself. Almost every seat was occupied, 














late comers refrained from disturbing those 
already seated by seeking their places. 

‘The postponements of the performance 
of the comedy necessitated by the un- 
happy indisposition of one of the talent- 
ed ladies who had so kindly consented 
to appear, in no way militated against 
its success—indeed, we question if the 
delay was not in a ‘dosree answerable for 
its more complete performance ; though of 
courso the extra amount of reading required 
to “keep the memory bright” must have 
proved a rather severe strain on those who 
were ready to perform on the night first 
announced, However, they gallantly stuck 
to their “text,” and, as we have said 
above, the production of the comedy 
was crowned with completeness in almost 
every particular. It was tho sixty-first 
performance of our A.D.C., and deserves 
to be marked as a red-letter day in their 


records, 

“Ours!” has generally been regarded 
as one of T. W. Robertson's most effec- 
tive productions, and it had alot 
run. Although’ produced under Miss 
Mario Wilton's management at the Prince 
of Wales’ Theatre ten years after the oc- 
currence of such possible events as are 
depicted in its action, there were hundreds 
of thousands of hearts ready to respond 
with warmth even to the mimic reprodue- 
tion on the stage of those scones of hard- 
ship and trial through which so many of 
our gallant fellows passed during the terrible 
winter of 1854-55 in the trenches before 
Sebastopol. 

Played at Shanghai more than ten years 
after its first production at Home, th 
comedy seemed to have lost none of it 
freslness, but if possible to have gained in 
sympathetic effect even upon those who

It is impossible to speak too highly of the 
finished atylo in which these ladies per- 
forined their allotted parts—they wero 
simply perfect. In the drawing room 
scetle, where the leave-taking just prior to 
the departure of ‘Ours !” for the Crimea, 
is undergone, the naturalness of theit 
acting, the realistic nature of the sad events 
of the moment—the farewell words—the 
distant military music in the streets, 
coupled with the words of command and 
the tramp of the soldiers as the companies 
marched past the Colonel’s house, in which 
the scene was enacted—all conspired to 
produce an effect that scarcely left a dry 
eye among the more sympathetic portion 
of the audionce. It did not seem like 
acting. Lady Shendryn’s poignant grief 
at parting from her husband in anger was 
one of the finest bits of genuine feeling we 
have seon for many a day ; and her relent- 
ing, agonised ery for her husband’s return 
when too late, will long be remembered. 
Neither will the tenderleave-taking between 
Blanche Haye and Angus MeAllister bo 
forgotten—it was life-like; while even 
the sprightliness of the irrepressible Mary 
Netley yielded to the sad impression of tho 
moment. 

But it is time wo said a few words ro- 
specting the male characters, Mr. Barking 
was very good in the unthanicful réle of 
the Russian Princo Petrovaky ; and tho 
Colonel of “Ours!” Sir Alexander Shen- 

Bar. was capitally impersonated by 
fr. Crowguill. Anwus McAllister, a sub- 
altern, found a worthy representative in 
Mr. Smalliceed ; and his “chum,” Hugh 
Chaleot in Mr. Edwards, a gentleman who 
on tho occasion under notice made his frst 
appearance before a Shanghai audience, 
and acted so well as literally to lose himselt 
in the charactor he represented and give it 
reality. 'The scene in the hut in the 
Crimea (to which he is confined by a 
wounded leg, while Angus is gone to the 
front), was teplete with humour mingled 
with a pathos not to be surpassed. ‘The 
somowhat minor part of Captain Samprey 
was well played by Mfr. Straw, as was that 
of Sergeant Jones by Mr. Clifford, who we 
aro informed gave place to Mr. 2. Ginger 
in the Crimean Act. 

Of the age appointments and mounting 
of the comedy generally, too much in praise 
cannot bo said—there seemed to be nothing 
wanting ; the hut scene fully proved this, 
for, from wisps of straw to the materials 
for a roley-poley pudding, to say nothing 
of buckets of (supposed) ice-covered water, 
tubs, chairs made from cut barrels, rifles, 
helmets, sabres, s&c., e., strewed in all 
directions, introduced the ‘audience at once 
to the discomforts and endurance of a 
soldier's life when “at the front,” tho 
illusion in the present instaueo being fur- 
ther heightened by the falling snow and 
the hard wintry aspect of the country out- 
side the hut. 

‘At the close of each act, there was a 
double recall, and when the curtain finally 
fell the applanse was Jong sustained. 

It is needless to say’ that the scenic 
effects were the work of Messrs. Pallette, 
Poluphoisboio Thalasses, Prophet, and 
assistants, and their succesful efforts merit 
all commendation.

‘MR. IBDRG’s CONCERT. 

Despite bitterly cold weather, there was 
a numerous attendance on the 30th ult, 
at the Masonic Hall, on the occasion of 
Mr. Iburg's Third Popular Concert of the 
present season. The programme, as we 
have before said, was a more than usually 
good one even at these concerts, and 
included numerous selections of both vocal 
and instrumental music of such standard, 
classical fame, as to almost remove the 
concert from the catalogue of “ popular” — 
as the word is commonly used in musical 
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sense. But when such high class music is 
sung and played in the clever manner in 
which it always is by the skilful band of 
local amateurs Mr. {burg invariably suc- 
ceeds in gathering round him, it cannot 
be otherwise than a treat to the audiences 
who listen to it. We are prevented doing 
that justice to the rendering of such a 
programme as it deserves, but may notice 
that the concert was opened with a piano- 
forte rondo by the gentleman whose bril- 
liant manipulation caused such pleasure 
and surprise at a former concert, and whose 
performance at the concert under notice 
was ayain a source of gratification to his 
hearers.

The Messiah, “Comfort ye,” and “Every |- 


Valley,” the splendid notes of which were 
sung by our leading amateur tenor with 
telling and beautiful effect. 

‘The next selection was an andante and 
finale for violin, with orchestral accompani- 
ment (Mendelssohn), played by gentlemen 
amateurs and Mr. Iburg in the masterly 
style so well remembered on former occa- 
sions ; the concluding piece in the first part 
being’a song for baritone (Curschmann), 
sung by a gentleman amateur so well as to 
elicit a loud encore. 

‘The second part of the programme was 
equally good, and somewhat of a novelty 
was introduced into it in the shape of 
a terzett for pinnoporte and two flutes, 

layed by gentlemen amateurs, whose per” 
formance was rewarded with loud applause. 

Another charming feature in this part 
was the rendering of Blumenthal’s song, 
“The Message,” most appropriately and 
feclingly sung by the tenor who gave the 
selections from The Messiah, and who really 
ought to be more frequently heard, 
especially in high-class music. 

‘A duet for tenor and baritone (Kitcken), 
introduced another gentleman amateur 
tenor and the baritone above-mentioned, 
who sung together in capital style. 

‘The other instrumental selections intro- 
uced into the second part of the programme 
were a trio for pianoforte, violoncello, and 
violin (Himmel), by gentlemen amateurs 
and Mr. Iburg, with which the concert 
should have opened, but which for obvious 
reasons had to be postponed. 

‘This very successful concert, which must 
be regarded as quite an event in the musi- 
cal anuals of Shanghai, was brought to a 
close by Mr. Iburg, who played Fiewstemps’ 
famous ‘ Roverie,” with sweetly telling 
effect.

If I remember 
rightly, the remark of the pinintiff was that 
ho would leave the premises at once, that 
night, if he could do so, and the reply of the 
defendants was that the cancellation of t) 
lease would be accepted. Then the questi 
arose as to the payment for cortain repairs 
done by the plaintiff on the premises. Monry 
had been expended on the property by him, 
and he enquired whether that would be 
allowed him, and defendants replied thatthey 
had uo objection to pay if the amount was 
assesaed. ‘To this the plaintiff objected, so that 
thore was not a clear meeting of the minds of 
the parties to the contract by which they 
agreed positively to a cancellation of the lease, 
I prefer to follow the rale laid down in Stor 
Equity Juriepradence, and that is the rule I 
read in my judgment. If the parties’ minds 
had completely mot with regard to the 
cancellation of the lease, then undoubtedly it 
might have been considered{as{cancelled.

Undoubtedly bis long residence in China 
and his special skill as a tea taster make 
him a very desirable persou in that occupation, 
aud I should say that the probabilities upon 
the testimony are that he will certainly 
obtain employment about the Ist May ; and 
inaemuch as there wes a three monthe’ 
allowaiice in the cate of Jameson, I think 
it will be best to follow that decision. 
‘Therefore, there will be au allowance of three 
months’ salary, together with the other items 
admitted to be due hy the defendants in their 
answer, As to Couusel’s fee, I prefer not to 
make sny allowauce of the Kind until there 
is a settled practice in regard-to it. I have 
it in contemplation to make certain rales in 
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regard to fecs based by analogy on the pro- 
ceedings of the Circuit and District Courts of 
the United States, although it doubtful 
whether that law directly applies ; still I think 
there is power to do it, and until this is done 
I prefer not to chango the general practice 
of the Court.
